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Where's Huxley Now? 

A cin-iouH ami iii^oiiioiis tlefouso 
of the liiblo, ill thu ' Xt-buhi'" of tho 
NovGiiabor iiuui'i)of ofllio ''ti.iliixy, " 
opens up ail outiiely new lield of 
thought. Professor Hu.xley has just 
conclutJed of series of lectures on his 
pet hobby, \vliirh are admilteil cm all 
sitlcd to have Ijeeii slak', Hat, and iiii- 
prolitablo. In coming hero for the 
liiht tmio lie probably regarded us as 
tiiieor kind of hidf civilized Hava^re^, to 
whom the researches of a British savau 
would be undiluted fresh milk. Ho 
either tlid net know, or furj;i)!, that 
there is not a scioutilio piuljabilit y ad- 
vanced in tho okl woiKl whicli is not 
at once seized on and added to in the 
new. Spencer's "First Princi- 
ples" have been long iv^o ac- 
cepted as a text book l)y disciiiles in 
America, and a book entitled "Ulti- 
mate Generalization" liiisbeon publish- 
ed lately which takes tho theory of 
evolution as its basis, and really com- 
mences where Huxley loaves off. Witli- 
out wanderinfj into tho mazy regions 
of tho "high and dry air of science," 
and avoiding all allusion to phenom- 
enology, noumenology, and the thous- 
and and one new lerms for nothing 
and something, which for thu 
nonce are a defence of Holy 
Writ. The Galaxy contends that 
tho account of the creation in 
G ouosis is certainly ihe oldest soientiiic 
theory khown. It may bo wrong and 
ridiculous, or even a forgery, but it 
deserves jrespect and admiration for 
all that. It insists that scioutilic men 
should be especially jjroud of it, find 
that the attitude of Huxley nudotbern 
in ridiculing it is all wrong. The 
writer continues: "The creation in 
Genesis is the most ancient scientific 
thought of man! As a god-given 
exact account of the v^iy the world 
was made, it is assailable, or would be 
if wo could bo sure that tho rendering 
of tho old Hebrew is precisely cor- 
rect." The article maintains further 
that if the immaginations of scientific 
men were ransacked for tho basis of a 
• new religion, tlioy would probably 
retain the iMosiac record as the most 
advanced wo have. Even though the 
authoship of tho Pentateuch bo forever 
a matter of dispute, and each verse of 
it a bono of contention, this defenco of 
tho Bible still holds good.. After 
scientists, J40ologists, philosuiihers, 
have pulled it to pieces for a quarter 
of a century, the Sacred Book may bo 
figuratively imagined as standing on 
its hind legs and grimly remarking, 
"Bring on your next." When tho 
discoverie.'H of Thales arc proved to be 
oldorthanthe books ofMosos,it will 
bo time enough to discard what is, at 
all events, the most brilliant emana- 
• tiou of the human mind over heard of, 
oven though it lie not in.spircd by tho 
Creator. It is not a compliment io 
Oii.nipotenco to suppose that Ciod 
wished to befog las croatuii^s un- 
iiecossarily as to iho way in which tho 
world was made, and science has as 
yet offered no improved theories able 
to succeed the the time-worn story of 
Genesis. 

Tlie World'.') Population. 



Mr. Hawksley, C. E., has beeuHtir- 
ring tlic thoughts and inflaming the 
fears of a good many mombors of the 
Social Science Congress. Ho has put 
forward a view which, if not altogether 
novel — for ^lallluis antiriiiated many 
. of his statumcuL.s — is, m ivcrtlicl ess , 
jk. well calculated to sturlle steady-going 
peQple to whom a danger is none the 
less real because it is inconceivably 
remoto. Ho has lji;cu dealing with 
tho enormous iiicrcaiu .il the pupmhi 
tion of iMiglaiul , and his uica is thai 
this incrca.so is a mattca' of great and 
iiumediato concern. In tho year ibtJl 
the population of this country was 
only 8,81)2,360, while in 1871 it had 
become 2-2,7 12 ,2(i; thus oxhiliiling a 
n^Oan annual increase of nearly l.'M'> 
per cent. In tho seventy years bo- 
twuon these dates he computes that the 
loss by war and emigration only 
amounted. toJ15 personsjto every j 10,- 
000 of the population. AsHuniiug that 
this amount of HiiontaneouH loan will 
remain unaltorod over u prolonged 
course of years, ho proceeds to cal - 
culate what the' growth [qt population 
\ will ainount to in tho future; and he 
^givoH us a result which, take)) in its 
simple nakudnoos, is astounding. At 
the end of tho first gouoratiou, the 
population of England will become 



■t2,00t),U0t); at the end of the second 
generation, T-i.DOD.UOO; at the end of 
tho third generation, 13t),000,000; at 
end of tho fourth gouoratiou, 230,000, 
000; at tho end of tho fifth gonoration, 
-tU0,O0(),O0tl; ami at tho end of the 
seventh generation, nioro than tho 
world now contains; and at the end of 
tho twentieth generation more than 
fifteen such worlds would conlaiii, 
each as densely populated as uur ghdio 
is now. Prom this calculation liawks- 
loy drew, or rather siiggosted, a num- 
ber of inferences with reference to the 
food supply of the "countlesB millions 
yet unborn," and other matters af- 
fecting their welfare, and thus led the 
way to a conclusiou that uiiglit bo 
expected, if it wore aecojiied, to cause 
a good deal of alarm and dis([niel, not 
only among tho Ilnglish puoido but in 
tho world at large. Por if the English 
people increase and multiply at this 
ra[)nl rate, it must bo assumed that 
oiher nations in which there is ii, steiidy 
incfoaso of population will prooeutl in 
the same ratio, America, for instance, 
and Germany, to take no other e.^ain- 
ples, must, like ourselves, go on 
doubling their populaiion at periods 
varying from forty to sixty years; and 
in that case by the tiino lluj LwelitieLh 
gonoration is roacheil, these nations 
aiooe will require, not liftoou more 

worlds, but tho greatei [lai L Ol tllO 

planetary system. But Mr Hawksley 
admits that as regards tho latter 
part of tho calculation — i. e. 
that relating to A. D. 2G70— 
taking a generation at forty years — it 
must fail of fullilniont because of its 
essential i;u[)ossibility. We aro, there- 
fore, necessarily limited in the ])racti- 
cal discussion of the ligures to sc^ven 
generations by which liiuo our people 
will be equal in number to the present 
population of the globe; but 
that is a sufBciently long look ahead 
to enable us, on the streiiglli of ^Ir. 
Hawksloy's ligures, to antieipato an 
unpleasant degree of overcio \V(liii,g. .V 
([uestioii, however, of more humcdiato 
importance than the struggle of our 
remote descendants for stautling room, 
relates to the trustworthiness of these 
apparently portenutoiis statistics. .\re 
our country people increasing and 
likely to go on increasing at tlie ratoMr. 
Hawksley predicts? Twenty gonei-a- 
tions have passed away since the Nor- 
man Conquest, and they have only 
seen tho population increase from 
about four millions to nearly tweiiiy- 
tliroo millions, plus, of course, the 
emigrants who have gone out from 
among us during the hiht three centur- 
ies. What ground havo we for believ- 
ing that in anotliof twenty generations 
tho growth of population would, if il 
were possible, need liftoen more 
worlds to livo in, or that in three, 
four, or five generations the number 
will reach the enormous jiroportions 
Mr. Hawksley sets down '? The only 
ground for tlio belief is t hat tho nor- 
mal increase IS to continue, and the 
amount of Ios.h from war and emigra- 
tion is to remain unaltered, both of 
which are assumptions wo have no 
right to raako, and no fouudfilion to 
rest upon in making' them. But the 
integral defect of the calculation is 
that it ignores tho fuiidameutal law 
that nature corrects her own excesses, 
and, (Ui this principle, we may bo sure 
that iiatiu e will eU'ec^tually check such 
a progress as i\Ir. Hawksloy's fore- 
shado w s. • — Munchesler Ejcam in er.

Besides tbcso wo have at tho in-oKent 
moment only four aiinoiued niun ot- 
war in course of buihlinn; . Other slups, 
to tlie number of thirty-nine, arc on 
the stocka, but tho.so are uinu niouied 
vessels. ^Vo have buiUlin;,' tho Aja.x 
aiitl Agamomuoii, turret-ships and tho 
Nelson and ^'orthaiiipton, masted 
iron-clads.and there are six magnilicont 
crafts aheadv launched and iittinj,' for 
sea, which will add very materially to 
our strength as a naval power. Those 
are the turret ships Thunderer. Uread- 
naught and Intlexible, the least of 
of which would be more than a match 
for half a dozen iron-clads launched 
three years ago, and the masted ships, 
the Alexandra, Shannon, and Tenior- 
aire. These six vokkoIh to<j;otlioi- con- 
stitute a lleet which at tho present 
moment would probably be unconquer- 
able by the combined navies of 
Europe. Of the thirty-nine unarin- 
oured vessels building, two of the most 
interesting are tho Bacchante and the 
L'rvalus,hotb of which are built on the 
iKinciple of the Jioadio'ca, which was 
launched last year. Tliey are intend- 
ed for cruising and will constitute tho 
most powerful vessels of the hind in 
our service. Eight of the other ves-sels 
are to be of steel, tho Mercury and 
Iris, both building at Pembroke, being 
largo and swift dispatch vessels, 
lightly nrinod, whoso speed will prob- 
ably bo twenty miles an hour. The 
other steel ships aro corvettes, more 
powerfully armed with 7-iiu:li guns, 
and these are to bo employed on dis- 
tant stations and for the protection of 
of our colonies. The number is made 
np of sloops and small corvettes, one 
torpedo-boat, four gun-vessels, and 
twenty gun-boats.

During 
her tiinl nt OroiiHtaiU the Potcr the Great 
onlv uuulo 12; i knots an hour, and al- 
tbougb it is added that the trial was most 
satibfactory, and tiitttalie can "easily 
complish thirteen knots, those who liavo 
wotchod the doings of our own vessels at 
tho msasnred mile are well aware that the 
results obtained there are very rarely 
Kiirpassod on actual service. The Dov.iNtu- 
tion, on the other hand.uftor having been 
for some time in eomaiisGiou, sicunu'd 
about throe montlis ago from Malta to 
Smyrna in forty eight hours, or at the 
rate of fourteen and a quarter knots an 
hour all tho way— nearly two knots more 
than tho Poter tho Groat could achieve 
under far more favoralilo circumstances, 
i-i poiut of ariuauu nt and thickness of 
aruKir-platiiig the two vessels aro almost 
iaeiitical. Tlio Devastation, being o<iuid 
hi these respects, iiiul Hupcrior in .speed, 
would be very well able to hold her own 
with the Russian vo*sol. Her sister ship 
the Thunderer, beiug more powerfully 
armed with two ;i8-ton guns and two ■)')- 
ton guns, instead of four a5-ton guns, 
would bo a still more foraiidalilo anta- 
gonist. As to the Dreadnought, she is 
eonsiiierably larger than tho Peter tlio 
Peter tho Great, carries four 28- ton gnus, 
and, as her steam power is more than 
thirty per cent, in oxcchs of eitlier tho 
Devastation or tho Thunderer, it in prob- 
able that she will bo at least as fast as tho 
former vessel, and ia certainly, on tho 
whole, the most dangeious iron-clad afloat 
at the iiie.sent tiiiie. In an cstimat'.! <it 
lirst-class iron-clads iu tiio/iVr«c Coloiiiala 
eC Maritime, putting tho Inflexible at 100, 
the Dreadnought is rated at 72, tlie Peter 
the (Jrent at 71; and tho Thunderer and 
lievastatiou at 05 and 66 respectively. 
Put the relative power of tlio Pelor tho 
(irout is much overesitimated by these 
ligures; and if hulf the stories which are 
told of tlio H\iKsiiin (loekyar.ls are true, 
her eonstruction is defective in many im- 
portant particulars. She is uow or.lereJ 
round to tho Meditemnean, and'it is not 
altogether impossible that in the course 
of the next year or two oar own dock-yard 
ollieials may have an opportunity of ovor- 
hanliiig her completely, and remedying 
any defocls that may bo found to exist. 
OTHER EUROPEAN NAVIKfl. 

The French Navy consists of 445 ves- 
sels, of which 280 wore steamors aud 1-1 
sailing vessels: '^'1 iron-ebidH. curryinc 
1,10.5 guns; 238 large war steamers, car- 
rying 1.102 guns; ;!S ciuvotteH,trans})orts, 
,Ve., earrviug 11)7 gnus, 12 largo hailing 
ve.-sels, earrving 101 gnus; the (•ntire//(;/-- 
sonnrl of which comprised 28,'.t0(). Inde- 
l>enileut of those tho "mariuo" trooi)S 
amount to 15,000; "Artillorie do Mariuo," 
t.OOO more. In time of war provision is 
mudo for raising this force to 170,000 
men. There were, liesidos, in course of 
tuinipletion atloat, 7 vess(as of ;!,71l)-horse 
power, aud 1 sailing ti an.'-port. 

Tho Navy of Turkey in 1875 consisted 
of about 105 vessels, of which 73 were 
steamers and 25 ironclads. 

Tbe German Navy .List for 1876 enu- 
merates tho German War Navy as fol- 
lows; Iromdads— 8 frigates and '5 cor- 
vettes.
